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The Site of the Old Hampstead Fair. The Spectator 
for 1712 announces that “The Hampstead Fair is 
to be kept upon the Lower Flask Tavern Walk 
and holds for four days.” It was an annual event 
until 174.6. The Parish Stocks stood here, also 
a small prison or “lock up” for refractory 
villagers. A large L.C.C. school has lately been 
built near here, otherwise this corner still keeps 
much of its picturesque appearance.
